Sink U-Boat in 


BY MORROW KRUM. 
On Board the U. S. Transport Hen- 
derson, via Norfolk, Va, June 21.— 
{Special.]—While the majestic Atlantic 
fleet stood, by and 200 navy, army, and 
marine officers, members of congress, 
attachés of foreign embassies, and 
newspaper men watched, three naval 
airplanes dropped twelve bombs today 
and sunk the ex-German submarine 
U-117 fifty miles off the Virginia capes. 
The bombing planes made only two 
trips over the target. On the first trip 
three bombs were dropped, all falling 
within the casualty zone. 
The squadron circled and, coming 
directly above the submarine, dropped 
nine bombs, one striking the submers- 
ible directly aft the conning tower, six 
striking within the “ damage zone,” and 
two falling wide of the target. The 
U-boat sank seven minutes later. 
The ease with which the airmen 
found their target, the small number 
of bombs required, and the number of 
shells dropping within. the casualty zone 
spread smiles over the faces of the fly- 
ing officers and those members of con- 
gress fighting for aviation. 

“Bystander” Plane Falls. 


Col. C. C. Culver, “ father ” of tire wire- 
less telephone, gave the observers an 
additional thrill by diving into the 
ocean.

It was early morning when a lookout 
reported an airplane off the port side. 
It was an army De Haviland from 
Langley field and was followed by 
three army planes and three blimps 
carrying movie photographers. 

The submarine lay awash 500 yards 
from the Henderson, surrounded by 
mine'sweepers and the Shawmut stand- 
ing close by. ve 

The U-117 did not offer a prominent 
target for the airmen. Its length was 
approximately 275 feet and the beam 
base 30 feet. The conning tower stood 
ten feet above the surface of the 
long swells of the ocean.

The machine was a 
complete -wreck, but none of those 
aboard was injured. The crew was 
rescue@ by a tug. .The big aircraft— 
the same type as the NC-4 which 
crossed the Atlantic—was not partici- 
pating in the bombing experiments be- 
ing conducted off Cape Charles.

Running into the room, she saw Zieg- 
ler in the act of striking the maid. 
She remonstrated and he struck her. 
Forgives His Blows. 

Screaming she ran to her room afa 
tried to pick up the telephone to call 
help. He tore the hone from her 
grasp and beat her “terribly,” she 
said. He was so sorry afterward, how- 
ever, that she forgave him. 

Again she told of an early morning 
on the Milwaukee road. Down the 
country road a sobbing woman stum- 
bled, crying for help. The mink dol- 
man about her shoulders was swept 
back by the wind, revealing torn cloth- 
ing below.
